I have tried to stay on the sidelines during this thread, 
but now I must speak out. The League's proposal would 

not have given 2-meter privileges to codefree Techs. And 
the League has been taking a beating in some quarters 
for _that_. Go figure. 


Read through QST and the other ham magazines the last few 
years, and observe how the League has lead the way in 
publishing usable, reproducible UHF and microwave projects. 
Take note of the number of VHF, UHF and microwave operating 
events sponsored by the League. Then consider the awards 
offered to stimulate activity on the UHF and microwave bands. 
Which amateur organization is trying to help AMSAT develop 
the Phase 3 satellite? ARRL. 


People are people all over the world, and people sometimes 
take the easy way out. Some hams are hams because they want 
to talk to other people. They are more likely to find people 
to talk to on crowded bands, so that's where they hang out. 
Newcomers shouldn't be forced into radio isolation, just 
because most of the 150,000 hams who were licensed _before_ 
codefree came along aren't any more interested in operating 
23-cm FM than they are. Hams have been staying away from the 
microwave bands in droves for years. It didn't start with 
the codefree license, so why blame codefree licensees? If we 
oldtimers had led the way by building and using UHF and 
microwave repeaters, manufacturers would be making less- 
expensive equipment, which would allow more newcomers to 
operate those bands, and limit congestion on 2 meters. We're 
more to blame than they are! 


If there was a great need for frequencies where technically 
adept people could communicate, technically adept people 
would become hams. The fact that the entire memberships of 
IEEE, ACM and SMPTE aren't flocking to VE sessions should 
tell us something. 


Here's what we have: Somewhere around 100,000 new hams in 
the last few years. Maybe you don't consider them to be 
hams, but the FCC does, and their opinion matters more than 
yours. You can do one of three things: 


1. Ignore them and hope they go away 

2. Thrash away at them 

3. Encourage them to develop into your ideal of what 
hams should be 


Personally, I find it more pleasant and usually more effective 


to try to get along with people. For that reason, I would feel 
better about the future of my hobby if this thread would take 
the direction of "How can we integrate these newcomers into 
ham radio the way we see it?" 


One way is to set a good example. Talking derisively about 
someone because he or she uses different prosigns is neither 
productive, mature or sensible. You don't impress anyone by 
blustering about how much more superior your operation is. 
Those newcomers _are_ communicating and having fun. Isn't 

it better to join them than to fight them?

As much as Paul and I disagree on many things (not necessarily in this group, 
though) I do agree with him here. 


Back before I passed my code, I was exclusively on 2 meters, and the reason was 
that that was the only band (other than HF) that I had been exposed to. If you 
want the Techs to go to other bands, help make those other bands popular, or go 
there yourself. It won't happen on its own. 


Here in Des Moines, the 2 meter band is xnot*x very crowded, and I have yet to 
hear an obvious CB transplant. I have heard people who did come from CB to ham 
radio, but the only way I could tell was that they xtold* me. 


The one thing I am thankful for is that I have not heard many people here 
complain about the Techniciam class license. Except for the odd "I'm an Extra, 
and I've been in ham radio for a whole year, so I'm an expert", I haven't hear 
anyone say the FCC shouldn't have done it. In my opinion, this positive 
attitude has helped make the bands a nice place to hang out--at least better 
than what some places sound like.
